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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over GB 2 
211 093 A. 

GB teaches disinfectant compositions comprising at least one anti-microbial 
compound in abstract. Said anti-microbial compound is further taught at page 5 
wherein the instant Triclosan (2,4',4'-trichloro-2'-hydroxydiphenyl ether) and ortho- 
phenyl phenol are seen. GB also teaches that use of two or more anti-microbial agents 
in order to obtain synergistics effects are known at bottom of page 1 . 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to 
utilize the instant triclosan and ortho-phenyl phenol with the instant ratio in GB since GB 
teaches that use of two or more anti-microbial agents in order to obtain synergistics 
effects are known and since said "at least one anti-microbial compound" encompasses 
one or more anti-microbial compounds absent showing otherwise. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
0014128 in view of GB 2 21 1 093 A or Cheung et al (US 6,395,697). 

WO teaches antimicrobial acrylic material and various articles thereof in abstract 
and at pages 7-9. The instant Triclosan (2,4\4'-trichloro-2'-hydroxydiphenyl ether) is 
taught at page 7, lines 5-7. 
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The instant invention further recites ortho-phenyl phenol over WO. However, 
said ortho-phenyl phenol is one of well known anti-microbial compound as taught by GB 
(page 5) and Cheung et al (col. 2, line 48). WO also teaches polymerization of acrylic 
polymers at bottom of page 7, and thus addition of a mixture of anti-microbial agents 
before or during polymerization would be a obvious to one skilled in the art since such 
method would provide a better (homogeneous) dispersion of said anti-microbial agents 
in a polymeric matrix. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to 
utilize the ortho-phenyl phenol of GB or Cheung et al with the instant ratio in WO since 
GB teaches that use of two or more anti-microbial agents in order to obtain synergistics 
effects are known and since said "at least one anti-microbial compound" encompasses 
one or more anti-microbial compounds absent showing otherwise.
